Qualifications:  The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  Executive  Board  consists  of  a 

membership  of  a  maximum  of  38  voting  members  (representatives  and  ex  officio 
members).  The  Board  of  Supervisors  appoints  two  of  its  members  as  representatives 
and  two  of  its  members  as  alternates.  In  addition,  in  even  numbered  years  not  evenly 
divisible  by  four  the  Board  appoints  one  of  its  members  to  a  two-year  term. 

The  composition  of  the  San  Francisco  City  and  County  members  are  as  follows:  The 
Mayor  and  one  other  elective  officer  or  member  of  the  Mayor's  staff  of  the  City  and 
County  appointed  by  the  Mayor;  two  representatives  of  the  City  and  County  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  a  fifth  representative  to  be  appointed  alternately  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  two-year  appointments  beginning  in 
years  evenly  divisible  by  four  to  be  made  by  the  Mayor  and  with  two-year 
appointments  made  in  even-numbered  years  not  evenly  divisible  by  four  to  be  made  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  terms  for  San  Francisco  members  shall  expire  in  even- 
numbered  years.  Appointments  shall  become  effective  on  July  1 . 

The  association  is  organized  for  the  purposes  of  establishing  a  permanent  forum  for 
discussion  and  study  of  regional  and  subregional  problems  of  interest  and  concern  to 
the  counties  and  cities  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  developing  policies  and  actions, 
and  providing  services  and  undertaking  actions  addressing  such  problems.     The 
Executive  Board's  duties  are  outlined  in  the  ABAG  Bylaws. 

Reports:  The  Executive  Board  shall  submit  a  full  report  of  its  activities  at  the  General 
Assembly's  annual  meeting.

Qualifications:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  appoints  one  of  its  members  as  a  delegate  and  one  of  its 

members  as  an  alternate  (voting  member).  Each  member  city  and  member  county  of 
the  Association  shall  have  one  seat  in  the  General  Assembly.  San  Francisco  shall  be 
counted  as  both  a  city  and  a  county  for  purposes  of  membership.  The  Mayor  or 
member  of  the  governing  body  of  each  member  city  and  the  chairperson  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  or  member  of  the  governing  body  of  each  member  county,  or  their 
respective  alternates  shall  be  delegates  to  the  General  Assembly.  The  Mayor  of  San 
Francisco  may  designate  as  an  alternate  any  officer  of  San  Francisco  who  may  be 
either  an  elected  or  principal  appointed  official  of  San  Francisco. 

The  association  is  organized  for  the  purposes  of  establishing  a  permanent  forum  for 
discussion  and  study  of  regional  and  subregional  problems  of  interest  and  concern  to 
the  counties  and  cities  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  developing  policies  and  actions, 
and  providing  services  and  undertaking  actions  addressing  such  problems. 

The  powers  and  functions  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  include: 

1)  Exercising  as  appropriate  all  of  the  powers  of  the  Association  as  set  forth  in  these 
Bylaws  or  the  Agreement.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  power  to  limit  the 
Executive  Board's  exercise  of  any  power  or  authority  set  aside  to  the  Executive  Board 
under  the  Bylaws. 

2)  Any  delegate  may  at  any  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  propose  a  subject  or 
subjects  for  study  by  the  Association.  The  General  Assembly  may  take  action  upon 
such  proposals  and,  if  requested  by  an  delegate,  determine  whether  a  study  will  be 
made  of  the  subject  or  subjects  so  proposed  or  may  refer  such  subject  or  subjects  to  the 
Executive  Board. 

3)  Any  delegate  may  at  any  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  request  review  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  any  action  of  the  Executive  Board  which  has  been  taken  between 
meetings  of  the  General  Assembly. 

4)  The  budgetary  duties  and  responsibilities  set  forth  in  Article  XI  of  the  Bylaws. 

Reports:  The  General  Assembly  shall  adopt  a  summary  work  plan  and  general  budget, 
including  yearly  membership  assessment  and  annual  membership  fee.

Qualifications:  The  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District,  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  three 
members,  two  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  may  either  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  a  person  on  the  list  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  the  City  Selection  Committee.  One  member  is  appointed  by  the 
mayor.  The  members  are  appointed  on  the  basis  of  the  population  of  that  portion  of 
the  county,  as  determined  by  the  latest  estimate  2227  of  the  Revenue  and  Taxation 
Code,  included  within  the  district.  A  county  with  a  population  of  1 ,000,000  or  less, 
but  more  than  750.000  shall  appoint  three  members  of  the  bay  district  board. 

Term  of  Office:  Each  member  apointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  hold  office 
for  a  term  of  fours  years  and  until  the  appointment  and  qualifications  of  his  successor. 
No  supervisor  shall  be  a  member  for  more  than  three  months  after  ceasing  to  hold  the 
office  of  supervisor  and  his  membership  shall  be  considered  vacant. 

The  Board  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  9:45  am  at  939 
Ellis  Street,  7th  Floor,  in  San  Francisco.  (A  third  member  from  San  Francsico  was 
appointed  when  the  population  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  exceeded 
750.000  but  did  not  surpass  1,000,000-the  census  estimate  by  the  Department  of 
Finance  Population  research  Unit  for  2001  is  a  population  of  785.000;  for  2002,  793, 
600.) 

The  Bay  District  Board  may  establish,  within  the  bay  district,  zones  wherein  special 
regulations  are  warranted  as  specified  in  Section  40230  of  the  Health  and  Safety 
Code.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  41705,  the  Bay  District  Board  shall  establish 
standards  for  the  emission  of  identifiable  odor-causing  substances  as  provided  in 
Section  40232.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  the  Bay  District  shall 
adopt,  implement,  and  enforce  transportation  control  measures  for  the  attainment  of 
state  and  federal  ambient  air  quality  standards  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set 
forth  in  the  Health  and  Safety  Section  40233.

by  the  California  State  Lands  Commission,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  that  commission 
or  from  its  staff;  (g)  One  (1)  member  appointed  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Regional 
Water  Quality  Control  Board,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  that  board  (h)  Nine  county 
representatives  consisting  of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  representative 
of  each  of  the  nine  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  counties,  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  each  county.  Each  county  representative  shall  be  a  supervisor 
representing  a  supervisorial  district  which  includes  within  its  boundaries  lands  lying 
with  San  Francisco  Bay;  (i)  Four  (4)  city  representatives  appointed  by  the  Association 
of  Bay  Area  Governments  from  among  the  residents  of  the  bayside  cities  in  each  of  the 
following  areas:  (1)  North  Bay— Marin,  Sonoma,  Napa  and  Solano  Counties;  (2)  East 
Bay-Contra  Costa  County  (west  of  Pittsburg)  and  Alameda  County  north  of  the 
southern  boundary  of  Hayward;  (3)  South  Bay-Alameda  County  south  of  the  southern 
boundary  of  Hayward,  Santa  Clara  County,  and  San  Mateo  County  south  of  the 
northern  boundary  of  Redwood  City;  (4)  West  Bay-San  Mateo  County  north  of  the 
northern  boundary  of  Redwood  City,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Each 
city  representative  shall  be  an  elected  city  official;  (j)  Seven  (7)  representatives  of  the 
public,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  Five  of  the 
representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  their  appointments  shall  be 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate.  One  of  the  representatives  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  the  Senate,  and  one  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly.

The  commission,  unless  specifically  otherwise  provided,  shall  have  the  primary 
responsibility  for  the  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  Division  20  of  the  Public 
Resources  Code  and  is  designated  as  the  state  coastal  zone  planning  and  management 
agency  for  any  and  all  purposes,  and  may  exercise  any  and  all  powers  set  forth  in  the 
Federal  Coastal  Zone  Management  Act  of  1972  (16  U.  S.  C.  1451  et  seq.)  or  any  other 
federal  act  that  relates  to  the  planning  or  management  of  the  coastal  zone.

Qualifications:  The  California  State  Association  of  Counties  (Board  of  Directors)  consists  of  a  total  of 
not  less  than  58  members  nor  more  than  62  members,  with  the  exact  number  in  any 
year  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the  Bylaws, 
Article  VI.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  First  Vice 
President  and  Second  Vice  President  as  voting  members  of  the  Association  and  one 
elected  director  from  each  county  Board  of  Supervisors  maintaining  the  membership 
of  its  Supervisors  in  the  Association  as  a  voting  member.

Any 
director  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  serve  until  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  director  replaced. 

The  activities  and  affairs  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  and  all  of  its  corporate 
powers  shall  be  exercised  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
counties  of  California  have  created  this  Association  as  a  nonprofit  mutual  benefit 
corporation  under  the  California  Nonprofit  Mutual  Benefit  Corporation  Law  to 
advance  the  vital  public  interest  in  effective,  efficient  and  responsible  local 
government.  To  achieve  this  objective  the  Association  shall  perform  research  and 
develop  policy  on  issues  of  concern  to  county  government;  represent  county 
government  before  the  executive  branches  and  administrative  agencies  of  both  state 
and  federal  governments;  gather  and  report  to  counties  information  on  legislative, 
executive  and  administrative  actions  at  the  state  and  federal  levels;  assist  counties  in

Qualifications:  The  Elections  Commission  consists  of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  is  broadly  representative  of  the  general  public.  The 
composition  of  the  other  members  are  as  follows:  one  member  appointed  by  the 
Mayor;  the  City  Attorney,  the  Public  Defender,  the  District  Attorney,  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.

The 
Commission  assesses  fees  and  penalties  for  failure  to  adhere  to  deadlines  and 
requirements,  audits  statements  to  ensure  compliance  with  contribution  limits, 
administers  an  education  program,  and  produces  educational  materials.  It  also  oversees 
registration  and  regulation  of  lobbyists,  investigates  ethics  complaints,  provides  advice 
on  ethical  matters  and  publishes  statistical  reports. 

Its  duties  include:  filing  and  auditing  of  campaign  finance  disclosure  statements; 
campaign  consultant  registration  and  regulation;  lobbyist  registration  and  regulation; 
filing  officer  for  statements  of  economic  interest;  administration  of  the  Whistleblower 
program;  investigations  of  ethics  complaints;  enforcement  education  and  training;  and 
providing  advice  and  statistical  reporting.

The  Affiliated  and  Unaffiliated  Disabled  representatives,  the  Affiliated  and 
Unaffiliated  Elderly  representatives,  the  Non-profit  Provider  and  For-profit  Provider 
representatives  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  full  SFPCC  by  their 
respective  membership  caucuses.  The  Minority  and  the  Low  Income  representatives 
shall  be  elected  by  the  full  SFPCC.  The  other  voting  representatives  shall  be 
appointed  by  their  respective  organizations.
